Competition as Railroads Continue 


ib SREASE of railroad traffic is an- 
ticipated in 1939, but this larger 
volume of business will not be sufficient 
to assure against major financial break- 
downs in the railroad industry unless 
it is accompanied by public action to 
enable the roads to cope with new and 
changed conditions. 

This statement was made December 
28 by President A. D. McDonald in a 
year-end review. 

“Despite continuation in 1938 of the 
improvements in operating efficieney 
and service to the public that have 
marked recent years as-n New Era in 
railroading, the American railroads 
face the most critical financial situation. 
in their history as the year 1639 opens,” 
Mr. McDonald said. 

“The situation is characterized by in- 
ereased costs in every phase of opera~ 
tion and by greatly increased competi- 
tion, while income has decreased and 
the degree of managerial freedom to 
meet the new conditions remains largely 
that of the long-past era when railroads 
had virtually a monopoly on land trans- 
portation in this country. The most 
encouraging phase of the railroad out- 
Jook is that the country now shows a 
definite disposition to take remedial 
action, realizing there can be no per- 
™anent prosperity until the funda- 
mental transportation problem issolved, 

“No other industry in America has a

better record for progressive endeavor 
in this decade of economic depression, 
a decade in which a New Era of rail- 
roading was actually launched 

“Typical of the New Era has been 
the speeding up of rail transportation 
to make possible today’s faster tempo 
of business. For example, on Southern 
Pacific Lines the average speed of 
freight trains has increased more than 
25 per cent during the last decade; car- 
load freight schedules from San Fran- 
cisco to Seattle have been cut from 
fifth day to third day delivery, between 
San Francisco and Salt Lake City from 
fourth day to third day; and less than 
eatload schedules between Los Angeles 
and San Francisco provide overnight 
service instead of second day delivery. 
Other merchandise schedules are as 
much as 75 per cent shorter than 10 
years ogo. Rail-truck coordination 
and store-door pick up and delivery

terials that used to be handled as ‘drag 
freight’ naw run on schedules formerly 
held exclusively to perishables. Al] this 
has involved heavy costs to the rail- 
roads for new rolling equipment, im- 
proved roadbed, heavier trackage, and 
additional signal devices. 7 
“Today the things the publie buys 
pass quickly from farm, or forest, or 
mine through the packinghouse, mill, 
factory and warehouse to the store 
where consumers now satisfy their 
needs daily instead of weckly or monthly 
as they did at one time. Few persons 
tealize the added costs to the railroads 
resulting from this speed-up in transit. 

“Retailers and jobbers, even. manu- 
facturers, are enabled to carry mini- 
mum stocks of merchandise and ma- 
terials which turn over quickly and may 
be replenished daily or weekly instead 
of monthly or. annually as was the 
practice in years past. Reduced cap- 
ital investments in large inventories 
and storage space have been made 
possible because of. the mere rapid 
transit; but, in effect, much of this gen- 
eral business burden has been shifted 
to the railroads. 

“The improvements in’ passenger 
service are more obvious, and perhaps 
80,.to00, sre the costs of that service to 
the railroads. But it may be mentioned

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BRIDGE TRAINS: speed with super Safety Will 


Feature Interurban Service Over the San Francisco Bay Bridge 


PHANTOM pilots at the side of every 
enginecr and invisible hands resting 
on every throttle, guarantceing a stand~ 
ard of safety second to none among 
the interurban transportation systems 
of the world. This will be modern 
transportation’s latest, offering to the 
traveling public when the Interurban 
Electric (8. P.) and Key System trains 
commence operation over San Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Bay Bridge Jan. 15, 

Technically known as ‘automatic 
cab signal and speed control,” this 
amazing device is the answer to the 
preblem of moving trains across the 
bridge under the world’s shortest head- 
way, while keeping them on sebedule 
regardless of weather conditions, and 
making collision impossible. Figura- 
tively, the miraculous contrivance does 
just about everything but provide 
music for the passengers, and probably 
with very little adjustment could be 
made to do that, as a description of the 
mechanism wil] bear out. 

When bridge enginecrs placed the 
limiting speed on the bridge at 40 miles 
per hour, the first thing operating men 
wanted to know was the distance in 
which a full-length train running at that 
speed could be brought to a stop with 
an emergency brake application on 
both a three per cent and a 2.74 per 
cent, grade, which are the bridge ap- 
proach grades. This distance deter- 
mined the minimum headway between 
trains. Transposed into seconds, it 
was found that the necessary distance 
for a train running at 40 miles per hour 
was so great that not enough trains 


could be run during 
the peak periods, 

Followingastudy 
of braking distances 
for specds up to 40 
tniles per hour, the 
maximum speed on 
descending grades 
for maximum trai 
was set at 35 miles 
per hour, ‘This per- 
mits a headway of 
63.5 seconds; how- 
ever it is expeeted 
that a 75-second 
headway will be sufficient to handle the 
volume of business offered at the open- 
ing of the new service, This 75-second 
headway will permit operation of 15 
trains, handling approximately 9,000 
passengers in a period of 18 minutes and 
45 seconds, which is the present pro- 
posed peak period operation at the San 
Franciseo terminal. If necessary, a 
larger number may be secommodated 
cither by adding ears to some of the 
trains, or by increasing the number of 
trains operated, Provision is made in 
the signaling system so that should it 
become necessary to add trains, a train 
may depart from the terminal every 
63.5 seconds. 


The Unseen “Co-Pilot” 


With a headway of from 63.5 to 75 
seconds, it was decided that the usual 
wayside signals along the tracks would 
alone be imadequate to insure maxi- 
Taum safety. So instead, the cars were 
equipped with the aforementioned au- 


tomatic cab signal and speed control 
system, an electrical device which tells 
the engineer at what speed he may op- 
erate his train at any given time, warns 
him when he is traveling too fast or too 
slow, and stops his train if he should 
fail to heed the warning. This appara-~ 
tus is in use on some railroads in the 
East, where it was first introduced in 
1927, but this marks its first appearance 
on a western road, and first time any 
where that the 4-speed control is used, 

Let’s climb into the cab and sec how 
this elaborate system operates while we 
tuke a test trip across the bridge from 
Onkland to the San Francisco terminal. 

First to eatch our eye is a panel fas- 
tencd to the wall at a spot where it is 
in easy view of the engineer, and con- 
taining six vertically arranged glass 
disks. At the moment, only the bot- 
tom one is illuminated. It is purple 
and bears the letters “NS” which we

territory”? The other disks, when 
illuminated, show (starting from the 
top): green, with number 35; half yel- 
jow-half green, with number 25; yel- 
jow, with number 17; red, with 11; and 
white. Those with numerals indicate 
the various spced limits. 

Train control starts at 26th Street 
junction in Oakland and continues 
ueross the bridge and into the 8. F. 
derminal. As our train approaches the 
former point, a wayside indicator con- 
sisting of three lights tells the engineer 
at what speed he may enter the train 
control territory. In this instance the 
top light is ituminated, which means 
that he may enter at 35 miles per hour. 
If the second light were on, the re- 
stricted specd would be 25 miles per 
hour, while the bottom light on would 
indicate 17 miles per hour. The pur- 
pose of this arrangement is to give the 
engineer opportunity to slow his train 
down gradually, if necessary to restrict 
his speed to any considerable degree, 
and thus insures smoother operation. 


Speed Warning Whistle 


As our train enters this territory the 
“NS” purple indication is extinguished 
and the “green-35” flashes on. With 
aclear track ahead, no other indication 
appears on the cab signal, provided 
the 35-mile per hour limit is not cx- 
ceeded. At 35 miles per hour, the white 
light is also illuminated, telling the en- 
gincer that he must not accelerate be- 


yond that point. Should ke continue 
to do so and reaches or exceeds 36 
mp.h., a “speed warning whistle” 
sounds, the power to the traction mo- 
tors is simultaneously cut off, and he 
has 214 seconds in which to move the 
brake valve handle to “service posi- 
tion,” which is the term for applying 
the brakes. As soon as the speed has 
been reduced to 35 m.p.h. the whistle 
is silenced and the brakes can be re- 
leased. But if the brakes are released 
before the whistle ceases a “train con- 
trol application” occurs, and the train 
is automatically stopped. The same 
procedure is followed for each of the 
authorized speeds. 

“How docs it work?” is the question 
that naturally follows, and we learn 
that the secret lies in the tracks and in 
an intricate mechanism beneath the 
floor of the car. (Picture 1 next page) 

The tracks are divided into sections 
of about 500 feet, each insulated 10 
sepurate it from adjoining sections. 
Alternating current of 100 eyeles is ap- 
plied to cach one of these track sections 
through an apparatus which interrupts 
the current a certain number of times 
per minute for each track section, de- 
pending on conditions shead. Two smal] 
coils suspended from cach motor car 
just in front of the first pair of wheels 
and five inches above each track, act- 
ing as radio antenna, pick up the im- 
pulses in the sections of track being 
passed over. These impulses are then 
converted by means of a radio recciv- 
ing set and refay system under the car 
floor, into current which operates re- 
lays to light the proper signal lamps 
and operates the speed control appa- 
tatus. A governor, mounted on the 
axle of the motor ears, controls the 
speed regulating apparatus. This is 
required to be within 98 per cent ac- 
curacy at all times. 

At this point our train begins to 
overtake a train‘ahead and the cab sig- 
nal indication changes to ‘“‘ycllow- 
green-25” ond the speed warning 
whistle gocs into action until our speed 
has been reduced to the required level. 

As we get closer the signals slow ‘us 
down to “yellow-17” and finally to 
“sed-11." In each 
instance the engi- 
neer has 21% sec- 
onds from the time

the whistle starts to blow to be in “ser- 
vice position” with the brake valve, or 
else control of his train is taken from 
him and placed in the hands of his 
ever-alert, unseen “co-pilot.” 

The system has been so set up that 
when one train approaches another 
there is always sufficient distance be- 
tween them to permit plenty of lec- 
way for slowing down to the required 
Jevel. A train can never approach 
within braking distance of another 
without receiving # more restrictive 
speed indication, This distance varies 
according to the percentage of grade. 
On on ascending grade, for example, 
the approach is eloser than that per- 
mitted on a descending grade, it being 
easier to retard the speed. 

In‘addition to conditions of the track 
ahead, other factors governing speed 
restrictions are curves, broken rail, oper 
switches or equipment failures of any 
kind. In every instance, the resulting 
action operates on the side of Safety. 

Gliding down toward the San Fran- 
cisco terminal from our lofty bridge 
roadbed, our speed is progressively re- 
stricted—first to 25 miles per hour; 
shortly thereafter to 17 mph, at 
whieh speed we sre permitted to enter 
the shed; then, when half-way through 
the terminal, to “red-1L.” 


Electric Control Boards 


Our arrival at the beautiful new ter- 
minal oceasions no surprise because, 
we ore told, our coming was known be- 
fare we had started across the bridge, 
and our train was “seen” Jong before it 
actually came into view! 
Explanation for this 
strange phenomenon is 
found in a little room in 
a corner of the shed, 
where a specially de- 
signed control borrd, 
known as an “NX Elec- 
tric Interlocking Ma- 
ehine” is sct up. A simi- 
Jar board is installed in 
the bridge yard signal 
tower in Oakland. 

This new system of 


between San Francisco and East Bay cities will be 
routed over the Bay Bridge into the new Gan Francisco 
Interurban Terminal. No longer will the marching 
throngs be seen headed up Market Street from the re- 
nowned-terminal to their work during the early morn- 
ing hours and back down the strect homeward bound 
in late afternoon. Nor will the street car loop be 50 
busy, for the majority of cars will turn five blocks up 
Market Street to loop past the new terminal on Mis- 
sion Street and then back onto'the main thoroughiare. 


‘exit from that route, which gives the

electric interlocking .is based on the 
fundamental idea that all routes 
through a terminal or junction have 
“entrances” and “exits.” The opera- 
tor, knowing where ® train is entering 
and leaving the plant, has all the in- 
formation necessary to direct that train 
by this “entrance-exit” system. The 
name “entrance-exit”? has been abbre- 
viated to the first syllable of each of 
the words, hence the name “NX Jlec- 
tric Interlocking.” (Picture No. 4) 
Each board contains the design of 
the track system for that particular 
area, the ont in Oakland including all 
trackage within interlocking limits in 
the bridge yard, the other the track 
systera ares. from the bridge proper to 
the terminal building. Tracks are in- 
dicated by a network of white lines— 
one for each track—in which at inter- 
vals are “track occupaney lights.” 
These are illuminated whenever the 
corresponding track sections are oceu- 
pied, showing the train movement. 


Train Designations 


At the right-hand end of the contro} 
boards are the train describer push- 
buttons and indicator lights. These are 
divided inte two groups: the transmit- 
ting group and the receiving group. The 
transmitting group is used for sending 
train descriptions toe the other end of 
the bridge, and includes 15 pushbuttons, 
by which the operator describes the 
leaving trains. These pushbuttons have 
a number (for Interurban trains) or a 
letter (Key System trains) which is 
illuminated when the operator presses 
the button corresponding to the train’s 
designation. Our train, for example, 
carried designation number “2”, and 
as it passed through the bridge yard 
on the east side of the bay that number 
was transmitted to the San Francisco 
board. Thus it was that our progress 
into the terminal was recorded on the 
control board in a series of flashing 
lights. 

Having seen the control board in op- 
eration, we are now ready to start the 
return trip. Atleast one minute before 
the train is scheduled to depart, the 
conductor stands ata “starting station” 
near head endof histrain. (Picture No. 
2) The starting station consists of 
a clock equipped with sweep hand 
registering seconds, a pushbutton type 
electric switch and a telephone, all 
mounted together. These are located 
at the west end and at approximately 
the mid-point of cach platform in the 
train shed. When the sweep hand indi- 
cates 15 seconds before departure time, 
the conductor presges the switch but- 
fon, illuminating a green light on the 
control board in the interlocking tower, 
indicating to the operator that the 
train is ready to leave. A

signal and starts over the route, and its 
progress out of the terminal is made 
visible on the control board by the 
occupancy lights until it nears the 
bridge. The operator presses the but- 
ton corresponding to the number of our 
train, and this time the Oakland oper- 
ator receives a flash on his board, 
announcing that our train is coming 
back. This light remains on his board 
until we enter his interlocking area. 

Leaving the terminal, our cab signal 
indicator, which has been glowing at 
“red-11,” advances to 17, shortly 
thereafter 25 miles per hour, and before 
the train is out of the terminal area the 
“green-35” indication is displayed. 

This, briefly is the modus operandi of 
the Bridge Railway. Countless other 
details are involved, of course, but they 
are of a highly technical nature and 
would not interest the average traveler 
whose chief concern Hes in “getting 
there” quickly and safely. 


Bridge Governors 


By “Bridge Railway” is meant the 
stretch of railway from 26th Street in 
Oakland to the San Francisco terminal. 
Under contract between the Interurban. 
Electric and Key System and the Cali- 
fornia Toll Bridge Authority, the 
Bridge Railway is turned over in its 
entirety to these carricrs to be operated 
and maintained by them. The carriers 
have appointed a Board of Governors 
consisting of R. E. Hallawell, manager 
of the Interurban Electric, and Wim. 
St. Sure, vice president of Key System, 
who are empowered to supervise the 
operation and maintenance of the 
Bridge Railway, as well as the employ- 
ment of personnel. 

Rolling stock consists of 88 Key Sys- 
tem articulated units and 145 Inter- 
urban Electric cars. Of the latter, 110 
have been equipped with automatic cab 
signal and control, while the others are 
non-operating trailers. 

Maximum trains of Key System 
equipment over the bridge will consist, 
of seven articulated two-car units about 
773 feet long, seating 868 passengers 
and weighing, fully loaded, 541 tons. 
Each unit.is equipped with four 110- 
horsepower motors, or a total capacity 
af 3,080 horsepower. For the Inter- 
urban Electric, the maximum train will 
consist of six motors and four trailers, 
724 feet long, and weighing 571 tous 
when fully loaded with 1,160 passengers. 
Each power car is equipped with four 
140-horsepower: motors,’ or a ‘total 
eopacity of 3,860 horsepower.

Rail Studenfs: 


ORE than 100 future school teach- 

ers studying at the teachers’ col- 
lege of the University of California at 
Los Angeles will file detailed reports 
on transportation this month after hav- 
ing visited Southern Pacific’s terminals 
in that city and attended a series of 
lectures given by railrond men and 
shippers. 

Among these who visited the class 
conducted by Miss Corinne Seeds (front 
row in picture on right) were Marshall 
Anderson, a grower and shipper; L. W. 
Rouse, of the 8. P. district freight office 
in Los Angeles; and Ralph E. Me-

In their study of transportation for 
the term the university students paid 
special attention this year to the move- 
ment of perishable products that are 
so important to California and other 
Pacific Coast stutes.

‘OR eleven months ended November 

30, 1938, Railway Opcrating Reve- 
nues of Southern Pacific Lines amounted. 
to $183,197,186, or $25,351,176 less 
than the revenues for the same period of 
1987, a decrease of 12%. 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $144,415,360, 
or $16,286,342 under expenses for same 
period of 1987, a decrease of 10%. 

After deducting tax accruals of 
$16,621,956, end net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$9,902,929, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $12,256,891, or 
$9,251,403 under the amount for the 
same period last year, a 43% decrease. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on. securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous ‘in- 
come, must be paid the interest on

N ANY instanees of how Safety 

Shoes, strongly reinforced with a 
metal cap over the toes, have been the 
means of protecting the feet of shop- 
men, B&B men, sectionmen, and rail- 


. roaders in many other branches of ser- 


vice, have been reviewed in past issues 
of the Bulletin; but the subject is such 
an important one that the following 
happenings are called to attention; 
During a recent icing season at Tuc- 
son, four employes who supply ice to 
the air conditioning system on passen- 


ger cars were injured by 300 lb, blocks 
of ice falling on their fect. This re- 
sulted in an intensive campaign being 
carried on among employes engaged in 
this type of work, urging that Safety 
Shoes be worn for protection. The 
shoes were obtained by the workmen 
and since that time 23,841,650 lbs, of 
ice had been handled for cooling sys- 
tems of the cars up to October 28 with- 
out a, single injury.” 

A laborer in Extra Gang No. 10, 

Sacramento Div., was loading 110- 
pound rail. While moving the rail into 
position preparatory to lifting, it turned. 
over suddenly and landed on his foot. 
The man was wearing Safety Shoes 
which prevented a serious casualty, the 
only damage being a slight dent in the 
steel portion of the shoe. 
__ On another occasion 2 Sacramento 
Division employe was using an adze in 
chipping a tie. The adze struck a knot 
in the tie and glanced off onto the toe 
of the employe’s foot. Fortunately 
this man was also wearing Safety Shoes, 
the steel reinforced portion turned the 
adze and prevented an injury.

CRASHING TILK MOVIES: Wymola station on the main 
line west of Tucson has been the scene of much activity and 
railroading on that portion of Tucson Division has been de- 
cidedly out of the ordinary while M. G. M. is filming its new 
picture, “Let Freedom Ring.” Charlie Greenwell, master car 
repairer, had the time of his life building the old type four- 
wheel caboose being used in the picture. He is shown (left) 
standing on the step of his toy. All the four-wheel cars of the 
train were built in the Tucson shops and are exact replicas 
of the old cars used in construction work on the first trans- 
continental railroad. The old EP&SW No. 1, which has been 
on exhibition at El Paso for thirty years, was loaded on a 
flat car (below) and moved to Wymola to handle the train in 
the movie. A track was built from the main line up toward 
Picacho Peak, where the railroad and construction scenes are 
being taken. Two retired S. P. engineers were chosen to ride 
in the cab of old No. i.
